Sprinkle 
well with table salt to draw out 
the motsture and help prevent 
mould, Turn the leaves daily 
for about three days. An easy 
way to handle them ts on a box 
tid. When dry and crisp, deedge 
with red rose sachet’ powder, 
Then put the mixture of petnis 
and powder in w tightly closed 
box for at least 2% hours 


To make sachet bags, use 
four layers of net, rayoh or 
tulle cut in eight-inch squares, 


Cut another round tho size of 
4 teneup, at Jenet two-ply, and 
place on bottom of sachet square 
to keep powder from sifting 
through. Draw up the four 
corners of the square, tle tightly 
with ribbon, then round or 
fringe the corners for decora- 
thon, : 


For travelling, make fat pads 
by folding tulle, For use In 
closets add loops of ribbon for 
hanging. Or just stuff the 
square, as is, Into the recesses of 
curhloned chairs and sofas, 
Place on closet shelves,;in hat 
boxes, and tuck here and there 
among bed nen and towels In 
tbe linen closet. 


For another fragrunt iden, try 
muoking rose beads. 


Galher roses on a clear day 
ond chop the petals fine, Place 
in saucepan and barely cover 
with water.

Repeat this for three days, 
nnd, if necessary, ndd more 
water, always keeping the rose 
brew ut a moderate heat, 

Make the beads by working 
the pulp into balls with the 
Nngerx, When thoroughly well 
worked, let them dry moderite- 
ly, Then press into a large 
necale, being sure to make a 
hele exactly in the centre of the 
miniature balls, Move the beads 
frequently until absglutely dry, 
or they will be difficult to 
remove from the needle without 
breaking. 

The bends will retain a 
Herte fragrance for years, 
especially after being warmed 
in the hand for a few minutes, 

If av black bead is desired, and 
they are most attractive, use a 
rusty tin rather than a regular 
shucepun for cooking the petals,

Many persons whose occupa- 
tlon is Intermittent have trained 
themselves to sleep | wherever 
they may be.

By postponing sleep the alcep 
impulse Is lost. Activity stimu- 
Intes mind and body, and fatigue 
sets In when: the opportunily 
for sleeping has passed,

Daytime sleepers reed to take 
more care with their sleeping 
arrangements than those who 
slecp at night. There aro few 
sitent places in the daylime, In 
tho centro of the city there are 
traMc and activity ‘noises; In 
the suburbs thero arc dogs, 
children and nelghbours, Even 
considerate eeple can hardly 
be expected to hush thelr lives 
fer the convenince of the dny- 
time sleeper. So he must pro- 
vide, os best he can, his own 
privacy against the two most 
serious enemies of daytime 
sleep-—light and sound. In ad- 
citlen ta a darkencd room 
may need an eye cover, 
black but not too heavy cloth, 
lightly tied on with strings. 
He may need to use car
